The long, expensive fight 
over whether .or not Lake 
County should have a new 
county, building in which In 
transact the expanding offi- 
cial business of a growing 
county with increasingly com- 
plex problems involves a 
vital principle of representa- 
tive government. 

One of the major conten- 
tions of the opponents of the 
courthouse plan is that the 
voters of .Lake County re- 
jected a proposal to issue gen- 
eral obligation bonds to fi- 
nance the construction of a 
new court house in 19f)8. 

The opponents contend that 
the voters rejected the whole 
idea of courthouse construc- 
tion regardless of the method 
of financing, while propon- 
ents of the courthouse main- 
lain that only the "method of 
financing was involved in the 
referendum proposition. 

Tills would seem like legal 
hairsplitting, but is is actual- 
ly the crux of the entire 
dispute. 

Assuming t lint additional 
facilities were needed at 
that time and this need would 
seem to be self-evident to 
anyone who visits the Lake 
County courthouse and sees 
slacks of public documents 
stacked in the halls and coun- 
ty employes working on tax 
records and other vital docu- 
ments "m the halls, the need 
today is even more acute 
since new departments have 
been added since 1958 and 
old departments have ex- 
panded, i 

It would seem logical, that, 
faced with a need of the 



-Comily Hoard of Supervisors 
as The chief law niuking and 
administrative body of the 
county would have the re- 
sponsibility of correcliug the 
problem. 

This is a responsibility of 
the supervisors as elected 
representatives of the people 
of Lake County. 

If the voters of Lake Coun- 
ty, perhaps rebelling against 
rising real eslate taxes, re- 
ject a proposition which 
Wotiltl raise these taxes still 
higher it-does not relieve the 
supervisors of their responsi- 
bility to eliminate a critical 
situation concerning the con- 
duct of county business. 

The decision to create the 
Lake County Building Com- 
mission to construct the new 
courthouse was not made in 
secret or in a smoke-filled 
rooln nor was it a hasty de- 
cision made without argu- 
ment and controversy. 

A substantial majority of 
tlie county board members 
representing all sections of 
the county, acting as the duly 
elected representatives of 
the people of Lake County, 
decided that a new county 
building was essential, that it 
should he built in Waukegan 
on the present site, and that 
it should be built with rev- 
enue bonds by the public 
building commission. 

Opponents to the plan were 
given not only their day in 
court, but a succession of 
days in a succession of courts. 

We fail to see where any- 
one was deprived of bis 
rights. 



If we are to submit every 
administrative decision to- a 
referendum we might as well 
do away with representative 
government, The size or the 
cost of a project should not 
determine if a referendum is 
to make the decision. 

The decision should be 

based on whether or not the 

county building is needed and 

the best way to accomplish it.

The current political cam- 
paign lias produced a bumper 
crop of headquarters Tor can- 
didates around I he county, 
but the most unexpected is 
probably t h c Democratic 
Township. 

According to political leg- 
end this is tlie first time in 
over a century that enough 
Democrats have boon gath- 
ered in llic Antioch area to 
justify a headquarters. 

Republicans have estab- 
lished campaign "bases in al- 
most every section of the 
county and in most cases I hey 
serve as a clearing-house for 
all OOP candidates. 

According to reports from 
other sections of the state 
this has not been the case 
as a rule with Gubernatorial 
Candidate Charles Percy set- 
ting up independent offices 
separate from those manned 
by Sen. Harry Goldwater ad- 
herents. 

The frost may be on the 
puukin and the mariy-hucd 
leaves may be falling, but 
this docs not dampen the 
spirits of the Antioch Repub- 
lican Club for tlie Sheriff 
Charles Larson Day golf out- 
ing and dinner slated for 
George Diamond's on Oct. 7.

As President of the Tav- 
ern Owners Association of 
Lake County and as an indi- 
vidual tavern owner I. wish 
to protest the proposal that 
the. legal operating hours for 
taverns licensed by the Coun- 
ty of. Lake be reduced one 
hour pei" day. 

Members' of (he Tavern 
Owners Association feel the 
proposal is.au unwarranted 
interference with their right 
lo conduct a legitimate busi- 
ness and that the reasons 
given fou the curtailment aye, 
capricious and unsubstanti- 
ated. 

It hns been suggested that 
closing taverns in I he county 
an hour earlier would re- 
duce, the number or traffic 
fatalities on our highways, 
but a check of highway re- 
ports shows no substantial 
relationship between closing 
hours and the accident rale. 
It has also been suggested 
that an earlier closing time 
wood give the county police 
more lime to check for vio- 
lators, but the elimination of 
closing limes entirely would 
remove this enforcement 
burden and give them more 
lime lo patrol the highways. 
Since the majority of the 
taverns in Lake County are 
famil>f-operated and family 
supported there would be lit- 
tle change in the operating 
policies of any taverns if the 
closing hours were eliminat- 
ed, but neither the Associa- 
tion nor the Individual' own- 
ers are asking for this. 

Tlie tavern owners ARE 
asking for a chance to make a 
fair return on their invest- 
ment and effort without un- 
reasonable restrictions. 

The tavern industry in 
Lake County paid $1 47.0.1 Fi 
in license fees to Ihe County 
of Lake while real estate 
taxes on county taverns for 
the county general fund alone 
amounted to over soo-.ooo. in 
addition a substantial portion 
of, tlie $174.2011 in county 
sales tax came from tavern 
sales. . 

Tavern operators are citi- 
zens and property owners In 
Lake County and the great 
majority of them ere quick 
to support their community 
projects. 

No other retail business in 
Lake County contributes 
more to tlie support of coun- 
ty government and to local 
civic activities and yet no 
other Industry or business 
operates with so many re- 
strictions and regulations.
